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revision

umler, except $301.49-2 (7 CFR and 
Supp. 301.48,301.48-1 et seq., as amended, 
18 F. tl G347). After due consideration 
ol all relevant matters presented, and 
under the authority of sections 8 and 9 
of the Plant Quarantine Act of 1912, as 
amended (7 U. 8. C. 161,162) and section 
3 of the Insect Pest Act of March 3. 1905 
<7 U. S. C. 143), the Administrator of the 
Agricultural Research Service hereby 
amonds the said Japanese beetle quar¬ 
antine and the regulations thereunder 
to read as follows:

QUARANTINE 

I 301.48 Notice of quarantine . Under 
authority conferred by section 8 of 
P&at Quarantine Act of August 20, 


1912. as amended (7 U. S. C. 161), and 
after the public hearings required there¬ 
under, the States of Connecticut, Dela¬ 
ware, Maine, Maryland. Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire. New Jersey. New York, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania. 
Rhode Island, Vermont, Virginia, and 
West Virginia, and the District of Co¬ 
lumbia. have been quarantined to pre¬ 
vent the spread of the Japanese beetle, a 
dangerous Insect notoriously injurious to 
cultivated crops and not heretofore 
widely prevalent or distributed within 
and throughout the United States, and 
under the authority contained In the 
Plant Quarantine Act and the Insect Pest 
Act of March 3. 1905 <7 U. S. C. 141 et 
8cq.>, regulations are hereinafter pre¬ 
scribed governing the movement of 
Japanese beetles and carriers thereof. 
Hereafter (a) soil, humus, compost, and 
decomposed manure; <b) forest, field, 
nursery, or greenhouse-grown woody or 
herbaceous plants or parts thereof for 
planting purposes; (c) fresh fruits and 
vegetables; and (d) trucks, wagons, cars, 
aircraft, boats, and other means of con¬ 
veyance and containers that present a 
hazard of spread of the Japanese beetle 
os determined In accordance with the 
regulations supplemental hereto, shall 
not be moved, transported, carried, or 
allowed to be moved, shipped, or offered 
for shipment to a common carrier by any 
person, or received for transportation or 
transported by a common carrier, from 
any of said quarantined States or Dis¬ 
trict into or through an*' other State or 
Territory or District of the United 8tates 
in manner or method or under condi¬ 
tions other than those prescribed In the 
regulations hereinafter made and 
amendments thereto: Provided, That 
the requirements of this quarantine and 
of the regulations supplemental hereto 
except as otherwise provided In such reg¬ 
ulations, are hereby limited to the areas 
in any quarantined State or District 
which arc now, or which may hereafter 
be, designated by the Administrator of 
the Agricultural Research Service of the 
Department of Agriculture as regulated 
areas, as long as. in the judgment of the 
Administrator, the enforcement of said 
regulations as to such regulated areas 
shall be adequate to prevent the spread 
of the Japanese beetle, except that such

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limitation is further conditioned upon 
the affected State’s or District’s provid¬ 
ing for and enforcing control of the 
movement within such State or Dis¬ 
trict of the regulated articles under 
the same conditions as those which 
apply to their Interstate movement under 
the provisions of currently existing Fed¬ 
eral quarantine regulations and enforc¬ 
ing such control and sanitation measures 
with respect to such areas or portions 
thereof as, in the judgment of the Ad¬ 
ministrator. shall be deemed adequate to 
prevent the spread therefrom within 
such State or District of the said insect 
infestation: Provided further. TJij* 
whenever the Chief of the Plant 
Control Branch shall find that fact* 
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exist as to pest risk Involved in the 
movement of one or more of the articles 
to which the regulations supplemental 
hereto apply, making it safe to modify, 
bv making less stringent, the require¬ 
ments contained in any such regulations, 
he shall set forth and publish such find¬ 
ing in administrative instructions speci¬ 
fying the manner in which the applicable 
regulation should be made less stringent, 
whereupon such modification shall be¬ 
come effective, for such period and for 
such regulated area or portion thereof or 
for such article or articles as shall be 
specified in said administrative instruc¬ 
tions, and every reasonable effort shall 
be made to give publicity to such admin¬ 
istrative instructions throughout the 
affected areas. 


REGULATIONS 


1301.48-1 Definitions. For the pur¬ 
pose of the regulations in this subpart 
the following words, names, and terms 
shall be construed, respectively, to

<a> Japanese beetle. The insect 
known as the Japanese beetle (Popillia 
iaponica NcwmJ, in any state or de¬ 
velopment. 

(b) Infestation . The presence of the 
Japanese beetle. 

<c> Regulated area. Any area In a 
quarantined State or District which is 
now, or which may hereafter be. desig¬ 
nated as a regulated area In accordance 
with the provisos of S 301.48. 

(d) Nursery stock. Forest, field, nurs¬ 
ery, or greenhouse-grown woody or 
herbaceous plants or parts thereof for 
planting purposes. 

(e) Inspector . An inspector of the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

<f) "Moved” <“movement ” "move”). 
8hipped. offered for shipment to a com¬ 
mon carrier, received for transportation 
or transported by a common carrier, or 
carried, transported, moved, or allowed 
to be moved, interstate, directly or in¬ 
directly, from a regulated area. “Move¬ 
ment ' and “move*' shall be construed 
accordingly. 

<g> Certificate. A document evidenc¬ 
es compliance with the requirements of 

Ibis subpart. 

<h> Limited permit. A document au¬ 
thorizing the movement of regulated 
articles to a restricted destination for 
limited handling, utilization, or proc¬ 
essing. 


Exposed aircraft . Any aircraft to 
ce moved during daylight hours, or ex- 
to infestation during daylight 
***** and to be moved thereafter, from 
wch infested airfields In any regulated 
**** and during such periods of the 
summer as may be determined by the 
j^Pector to involve a hazard of spread

g 301.48-3 Regulated articles —(a) 
Articles the movement of which is pro - 
hibited. The removal from any State. 
Territory, or the District of Columbia to 
any other State. Territory, or said Dis¬ 
trict of live Japanese beetles in any stage 
o! development, except for scientific pur¬ 
poses. is prohibited by the Insect Pest 
Act (7 U. S. C. 141). Provisions for the 
removal of live Japanese beetles in any 
stage of development, for scientific pur¬ 
poses, arc set forth in 8 301.48-10. 

<b/ Articles the movement of which is 
regulated. Unless exempted by ad¬ 
ministrative instructions issued by the 
Chief of the Plant Pest Control Branch 
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find except as hereinafter otherwise pro¬ 
vided. the movement of the following 
articles from any regulated area Is sub¬ 
ject to the regulations In this subpart: 

<1> Soil, humus, compost, and decom¬ 
posed manure moved Independent of or 
in connection with nursery stock or any 
other articles or things. 

(2) Nursery stock. 

(3) Fresh fruits and vegetables. 

<4 > Exposed aircraft, and all other air¬ 
craft. trucks, wagons, cars, boats and 
other means of conveyance and contain¬ 
ers which in the Judgment of the inspec¬ 
tor present a hazard of spread of the 
Japanese beetle. 

§ 301.48-4 Conditions governing moire - 
ment of regulated articles —(a) Certij t- 
cation. Articles designated in $ 301.43-3 
(b) <1>, <2), or (3). may be moved 
either on direct billing, diversion or re¬ 
consignment from the regulated areas to 
or through any point outside thereof 
only after a certificate or limited permit 
has been Issued therefor in compliance 
with 8 301.48-5. except as follows: 

<l> A certificate or limited permit 
will not be required for the movement of 
regulated articles when transported via 
mail or by a common carrier on a through 
bill of lading from a regulated area 
through a nonrogulated area to another 
regulated area: Provided, however . That 
this exception will not apply to the move¬ 
ment of regulated articles to such iso¬ 
lated regulated areas as may be desig¬ 
nated in administrative instructions of 
the Chief of the Plant Pest Control 
Branch when he has determined that 
such movement presents a hazard of 
spread of infestation. 

(2) A certificate or limited permit will 
be required for the movement of any or 
all of the articles described in $ 301.48-3 
<b> (3) only when an inspector's ob¬ 
servations in regulated areas disclose 
either that adult beetles have emerged In 
large numbers and are actively flying in 
such quantities that they may infest 
shipments of these articles to be moved 
from such areas to nonregulatod points, 
or thnt such emergence and flight arc 
imminent. Common carriers, shippers, 
and other Interested persons will be 
informed in advance by appropriate no¬ 
tice of the areas in which these condi¬ 
tions exist, the articles affected, the 
dates of the imminence or beginning and 
cessation of adult flights during which 
certificates or limited permits will be 
required, and the places where Inspec¬ 
tions will be mode and certificates and 
permits issued. 

<b> Treatment. Exposed aircraft and 
any other aircraft, trucks, wagons, cars, 
boats, or other means of conveyance or 
containers which in the judgment of an 
inspector present a hazard of the spread 
of the Japanese beetle, may be moved 
from the regulated areas to or through 
any unregulated area or any protected 
area only after they have been treated in 
accordance with ail applicable require¬ 
ments under 8 301.48-8. Notice of the 
application of such requirements to par¬ 
ticular means of conveyance or contain¬ 
ers shall be given to the person in charge 
thereof. 

(c> Marking. Every container of 
articles designated in 8 301.48-3 (b) (1). 
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(2). and (3). the movement of which is 
subject to the regulations in this sub¬ 
part. shall be plainly marked with tho 
name and address of the consignor and 
the name and address of the consignee, 
when offered for shipment, and shall 
have securely attached to the outside 
thereof a valid certificate or permit 
as required by 8 301.48-5: Provided , 
That (1) in the case of less-than- 
carload freight shipments other than 
by road vehicle, a certificate attached 
to one of the containers and another 
certificate nttached to the waybill will 
be sufficient, and carlot freight or ex¬ 
press shipments, either in containers or 
in bulk, require only a certificate at¬ 
tached to the waybill; (2) in the case of 
shipment by road vehicle, the certificate 
shall accompany the shipment and shall 
be surrendered to the consignee upon 
delivery of the shipment. 

<d> Articles originating outside the 
regulated area. No certificates are re¬ 
quired for the movement of regulated 
articles designated in 8 301.48-3 <b> (1), 
(2). and (3) originating outside the reg¬ 
ulated areas and moving through or re- 
shipped from a regulated area, when the 
point of origin is clearly Indicated, when 
the identity has been maintained, and 
when the articles are safeguarded 
against Infestation while in the regulated 
areas. 

8 301.48-5 Conditions governing the 
issuance of certificates and permits —(a) 
Certification of regulated articles . Cer¬ 
tificates may be issued for the movement 
of the regulated articles designated in 
8 301.48-3 (b) (1). (2). and (3) under 
any one of the following conditions: 

(1) When, in the Judgment of the In¬ 
spector, they have not been exposed to 
infestation. 

(2) When they have been examined 
by an inspector and found to be free of 
infestation. 

<3> When they have been treated 
under the observation of an inspector 
and in accordance with methods selected 
by him from administratively author¬ 
ized procedures known to be effective 
under the conditions applied. 

(b) Safeguards against reinfestation . 
Subsequent to certification, as provided 
in paragraph (a) of this section, the 
regulated articles must be loaded, han¬ 
dled, and shipped under such protection 
and safeguards against reinfestation as 
are required by the inspector. 

(c) Limited permits . Limited per¬ 
mits may be issued by the inspector for 
the movement of nonccrtifled regulated 
articles designated in 8 301.48-3 <b> (1), 

( 2). and (3) to specified destinations for 
limited handling, utilization, or process¬ 
ing. Persons shipping, transporting, or 
receiving such articles may be required 
by the Inspector to enter into written 
agreements with the Plant Pest Control 
Branch to maintain such safeguards 
against the establishment and spread 
of infestation and to comply with such 
conditions as to the maintenance of 
identity, handling, or subsequent move¬ 
ment of such articles and to the 
cleaning or treatment of aircraft, trucks, 
wagons, cars, boats, and other means of 
conveyance and containers used in the 


transportation of such articles as may be 
required by the Inspector. 

8 301.48-6 Assembly of articles for 
inspection . Persons intending to mote 
any of the regulated articles designated 
in 8 301.48-3 (b) (l), (2), or (3) shall 
make application for inspection as far in 
advance as possible, shall so handle such 
articles ns to safeguard them from infes¬ 
tation and shall assemble them at such 
points and in such manner os the in¬ 
spector shall designate to facilitate 
inspection. Ail costs, including storage, 
transportation, and labor incident to 
inspection, other than the services of the 
inspector, shall be paid by the shipper. 

4 301.48-7 Cancellation of certificates 
or permits. Certificates or permits is¬ 
sued under the regulations in this sub¬ 
part may be withdrawn or canceled by 
the Inspector and further certification 
refused whenever he determines that the 
further use of such certificates or per¬ 
mits might result in the dissemination 
of infestation. 

8 301.48-8 Cleaning or treatment of 
aircraft. trucks. wagons , cars, boats, and 
other means of conveyance and contain¬ 
ers., When in the judgment of the 
inspector a hazard of spread of the 
Japanese beetle is presented, thorough 
cleaning or treatment of aircraft, trucks, 
wagons, cars, boats, and other means of 
conveyance, and containers, may be re¬ 
quired by the inspector before movement 
thereof. Procedures for such cleaning 
or treatment may be prescribed In ad¬ 
ministrative instructions of the Chief of 
the Plant Pest Control Branch. 

$ 301.48-9 Inspection of shipments en 
route. Any means of conveyance or 
container moving interstate which the 
inspector has probable cause to believe 
carries or contains any Japanese beetles 
the transportation of which is illegal or 
any other articles the movement of which 
is controlled by 8 301.48 and the regula¬ 
tions in this subpart shall be subject to 
inspection by an inspector at any time or 
place. When such means of conveyance 
or container is found to involve a hazard 
of the spread of the Japanese beetle, 
thorough cleaning or treatment may be 
required by the inspector in accordance 
with procedures under 8 301.48-8. 

8 301.48-10 Shipments for experi¬ 
mental and scientific purposes. Live 
Japanese beetles in any stage of develop¬ 
ment may be removed from any State 
or Territory or the District of Columbia 
to any other State or Territory or the 
District of Columbia and other articles 
subject to the requirements of the regu¬ 
lations in tills subpart may be moved, 
for experimental or other scientific pur¬ 
poses. on such conditions and unaer 
such safeguards as may be prescribed by 
the Chief of the Plant Pest Control 
Branch. The container of articles so 
moved shall bear, securely attached to 
the outside thereof, an identifying ws 
from the Plant Pest Control Branch. 

This amendment Includes anions the

C. 143). administrative instruc¬ 
tions are hereby issued prescribing pro¬ 
cedures for treatment of aircraft to be 
moved from such Japanese beetle in¬ 
fested airfields in any regulated area 
and during such periods of the summer 
as may be determined by the inspector 
to Involve a Imzard of spread of this 
Pest The administrative Instructions

tions. Suitable records of such treat¬ 
ments should be made In the aircraft 
log. weight and balance manifest, or 
cargo manifest, as evidence of compli¬ 
ance with these instructions. 

(c) Flights affected . Disinsectization 
In accordance with paragraph (d) of 
this section will be required of all day¬ 
light flights of aircraft to be moved in¬ 
terstate from any Japanese beetle regu¬ 
lated area as described in § 301.48-2. to 
any nonrcgulatcd area or any protected 
area within such flights arc made from 
such fields and during such periods of 
the summer as may be determined by 
the inspector to involve hazards of Jap¬ 
anese beetle spread. Planes exposed to 
infestation during daylight hours but 
departing thereafter from such fields 
and during such periods must also be 
treated. Infestations In past years have 
occurred generally East of the Appalach¬ 
ian Mountains from Boston. Massachu¬ 
setts, to Norfolk. Virginia, and in Pitts¬ 
burgh. Pennsylvania, and Clarksburg 
and Morgantown, West Virginia. It U 
anticipated that aircraft disinsectization 
will be required in these same areas but 
it may also be required in other areas. 
The inspector will give advance notice of 
disinsectization requirements to the op¬ 
erators of the fields concerned. 

<d) Treatment. The following insec¬ 
ticide and disinsectization method are 
prescribed: 

<1) The insecticide preferably shall be 
Insecticidal Aerosol No. G-1029. al¬ 
though Insecticidal Aerosols Nos. G-651 
or 0-382 are acceptable.

<2> The method of disinsectization 
shall be as follows: 

(1) The Insecticide shall be dispersed 
throughout the fuselage in the amount 
of not less than 20 grams for each 1.000 
cubic feet of enclosed space In the man¬ 
ner prescribed by the inspector. The 
fuselage shall be kept closed for at least 
5 minutes after such dispersal, and 
thereafter shall be protected from infes¬ 
tation prior to loading. 

<il) The Insecticide shall be dispersed 
before the plane Is loaded, and In the 


absence of passengers, crew, or any other 
person, and before loading of any baby 
chicks or other animals. 

<!ii) On flights proceeding nonstop to 
destinations outside the regulated area, 
a similar dosage should be dispersed in 
all baggage compartments after loading 
and before departure. 

<iv) On flights not proceeding nonstop 
to destinations outside the regulated 
area, such a dosage shall be dispersed in 
all baggage compartments after loading, 
before departure from each infested field 
within the regulated area. 

<e> Residual sprays . Residual sprays 
shall be applied to the lower walls and 
floors of baggage and freight compart¬ 
ments of all aircraft to be moved Inter¬ 
state from any Japanese beetle regulated 
area described in § 301.48-2 to any non- 
regulated area or any protected area 
from such Acids and during such periods 
of the summer as may be determined by 
the inspector to involve hazards of 
Japanese beetle spread. Such sprays 
shall be applied initially upon notice 
from the inspector and at 30-day inter¬ 
vals thereafter until further notice. 
Since there is no suitable residual spray 
now available commercially, airline oper¬ 
ators will apply federally-supplied resid¬ 
ual spray material in a manner to be 
demonstrated by an inspector. 

(f) Liability . No liability shall be at¬ 
tached to the Department of Agriculture 
or any of Its' employees for any damage 
sustained through or in the course of 
disinsectization. 

<g> Inspection of passengers and crew. 
Japanese beetles are often carried into 
planes on the clothing and hand baggage 
of passengers and crew. All airline em¬ 
ployees are requested to assist in detect¬ 
ing and removing such beetles at all load¬ 
ing points within the regulated area. 

These administrative instructions re¬ 
quire airlines to apply certain treatments 
and prescribe methods for treatment for 
the purpose of dislnscctizing aircraft de¬ 
parting from airfields Infested with the 
Japanese beetle and destined to nonln- 
fested parts of the United States. Air¬ 
lines have applied such treatments each 
summer for many years under voluntary 
arrangements and on an experimental 
basis. 

These instructions shall be effective on 
and after July 24, 1954. 

Japanese beetle adults are now emerg¬ 
ing in the heavily infested areas and the 
1954 season during which these instruc¬ 
tions should be operative is imminent. 
These instructions, therefore, must be 
made effective promptly to be of maxi¬ 
mum benefit in preventing spread of the 
Japanese beetle. Accordingly, under 
section 4 of the Administrative Proce¬ 
dure Act (5 U. S. C. 1003), It is found 
upon good cause that notice and other 
public procedure with respect to the 
foregoing administrative instructions 
are impracticable and contrary to the 
public interest, and good cause is found 
for making the effective date thereof 
less than 30 days after publication in the 
Federal Register.

INSTRUCTIONS RESTRICTING ISSUANCE OP 

PERMITS FOR IMPORTATION INTO FLORIDA 

OF CITRUS SEEDS 

Pursuant to the authority contained 
fn l 319.37-24 of the regulations supple¬ 
mental to the quarantine relating to 
nursery stock, plants, and seeds for Im¬ 
portation into the United States (7 CFR 
Supp. 310.37-24). the administrative In¬ 
structions prohibiting the issuance under 
said regulations of permits for importa¬ 
tion into Florida of citrus seeds, appear¬ 
ing as $ 319.37-24a in Title 7. Code of 
Federal Regulations <B. E. P. Q. 582. ef¬ 
fective November 28, 1940), arc hereby 
revoked, effective July 24, 1954. 

Importations of citrus seeds into Flor¬ 
ida hereafter will be subject to the re¬ 
quirements of ! 319 37-4 <b) <7 CFR 
Supp. 319.37—4 <b>) covering seeds im¬ 
portable under permit. This section au¬ 
thorizes Importation of seeds subject to 
specified requirements Including those 
relating to Inspection, treatment, and 
Issuance of permits.

7 U 8. C. 143, 182) 

These Instructions were originally is¬ 
sued at the request of the Plant Com¬ 
missioner of the State Plant Board of 
Florida to supplement Rule 28 of rules 
and regulations made by the State Plant 
Board pursuant to the Florida Plant Act 
of 1927, prohibiting the entry into Flor¬ 
ida in Interstate commerce of all kinds 
of citrus seeds. The State Plant Board 
of Florida modified said Rule 28, effec¬ 
tive April 1.1954, to allow the entry Into 
that State of small quantities of citrus 
seed for experimental purposes. Since 
the absolute prohibition of the State Rule 
has been eliminated, there Is no further 
ba*sis for continuing these administrative 
Instructions. 

It is therefore found upon good cause 
that notice and public procedure under 
the Administrative Procedure Act (5 
U. S. C. 1003) are unnecessary. Since 
this revocation relieves a restriction 
heretofore imposed, good cause is also 
found for making the effective date here¬ 
of less than 30 days after publication in 
the Federal Register.

Section 1. Purpose . The purpose of 
this order is to state the policy govern¬ 
ing the standardization and simplifica¬ 
tion activities of the Department of 
Commerce. 

Sec. 2. Legal basis. .01 The duties 
and responsibilities of the Secretary of 
Commerce in the fields of standardiza¬ 
tion and simplification are as stated in 
section 60 i of Reorganization Plan 3 of 
1946. which provides in pertinent port 
as follows: 

• • • to Rsulfft, coordinate, and cooperate 
With groups of consumer*, distributors or 
producers, technical organizations, and other 
persons. In the voluntary establishment, 
maintenance, recording, publishing, and 
promoting of commercial standards as a 
nationally and Internationally recognized 
basis Jar testing, grading, labeling, market¬ 
ing. guaranteeing, or accepting staple, man¬ 
ufactured commodities moving In dally do¬ 
mestic and foreign trade; 

• • • to assist, coordinate, and cooperate 
with individual and groups of producers, dis¬ 


tributors. and users in establishing, record¬ 
ing. publishing, and promoting a Nationwide 
program for the elimination of avoidable 
waste through the formulation of simplified 
trade practice recommendations which Iden¬ 
tify and list the sizes, types, dimensions, and 
varieties of products that are In national 
demand in the country • • •. 

.02 The execution of these duties and 
responsibilities is hereby delegated to 
the Administrator, Business and Defense 
Services Administration, with authority 
to redelegate and to provide for the suc¬ 
cessive rcdclcgation of the responsibility 
assigned herein. 

Sec. 3. Departmental policy. .01 In 
performing its functions in the fields of 
standardization and simplification the 
Department and personnel assigned to 
these activities are to be guided by the 
following policies and principles: 

1. The Department recognizes its ob¬ 
ligation to supply services to the public 
in accordance with its statutory man¬ 
date; 

2. The Department also recognizes 
that numerous private organizations, 
associations and other groups have an 
active interest in standardization and 
simplification; 

3. It is a basic policy of the Depart¬ 
ment that it will avoid engaging in ac¬ 
tivities overlapping those of private 
enterprise; 


4. It is accordingly the policy of the 
Department that its standardization and 
simplification activities should be under¬ 
taken only in discharge of its statutory 
obligation and where it clearly appears 
that it Is under public obligation to un¬ 
dertake such activities; 

5. In determining whether particular 
standardization and simplification proj- 
ects are to be undertaken the Depart¬ 
ment will: 

(a) Refrain from soliciting such proj¬ 
ects. 

<b> Upon application to it to under¬ 
take such projects, inform the appli¬ 
cant^) of the availability of other 
known private facilities for the same 
general type of work or services. 

(c) Prior to beginning work on any 
such project, obtain from the appli¬ 
cants) a statement in writing that the 
applicants) desireCs) the Department 
to undertake such project; 

6. It is the policy of the Department 
to cooperate with all private organiza¬ 
tions. associations and groups in the 
formulation and issuance of proper vol¬ 
untary standards and simplifications; 
and 

7. All such cooperation must be on a 
nonexclusive and nondiscriminatory 
basis as between the Department on the 
one hand, and such private organiza¬ 
tions, associations and groups on the 
other hand. 

Sec. 4. Effect on other orders . Any 
other orders or parts of orders the pro¬ 
visions of which are inconsistent or in 
conflict with the provisions of this order 
are hereby superseded or amended ac¬ 
cordingly.
